Subj had brovght along aciitional data on AREVALO and COnuJEDA, as well es other 

items on her trip to Caracas. She also hadwtares of her interviews with students. 
this material was subsequently shown to Mr.@DU>FOU,JWH/1 Chief, who had evidenced 
an interest in AREVALO. The material was also shown to Chief, WH/CA, Paul CBERST, 
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Subject was also provided with copies of Bohemia, Revelucion, Avance, Peheria Libre 


. and E& Mundo. Subj is quite emphatic on the harm done to our cause by “fs adverse 


propaganda put out by our country. Ste has maintained for some months, that in 
part CASTRO's march into the Communist camp was encouraged ‘oy gur general vropaganda 
campaign. Her contention is that the Cubans already know there are open sewers 

and garbage in the bacx yard, and thas our constant dunning of this fact into the 


‘ears and eyes of the Cubacs is simpiy rubbing sait into wounds. It is destructive 


rather than constructive propa, inda. 


By way of illustration, she’ laid out side by side Revolucion, Bohemia, ant Bohemia 
Libre. Even without stucring the ccntext of the articles, “he visual exa-ples 
were obvious. Cne of her points: that even iliiterates would get a messaze from 
the human interest phetograpny of Pevelucion and Sohemia, while Bohemia = e

Subj has been asked by William S. BASNES, Law Prof at Harvard, to work with him 
aarid Horacio SIDOY, Argentine law stucent at Yale, on one of several procects he 
is undertaking in connecticn witn the L.A.States. These include a proposzed 

tax reform plan for certain L.A.States. She will get further details fra BARNES 
when she visits Cambridge on Friday, zi March. BARNES also asked her if she would 
like to work on one of his projects in Washington, D.C. for OAS - she is teing 
discouraged from accepting this pdsition. 7 


Subj was advised that since she had teen unable to return to Cuba, the conditions 
of her proposed contract were invalid. She was informed, however, that we were 
attempting to.arrive at a fair arrangement for paying her - that in the interim 
we would pay ail expenses involved in her travel and activities performed at our 
direction - in addition we give her occasional spot payments for information 
received. A nonthly retainer was discussed with(clark<Simmon§]-- approxinately 
$50.00 a month - since she has no constant source Of income. “However, since she 
will be on a salary with BARNES, it would appear advisable to hold this amount 
against her future needs. .
